men. But the true 
policy of the 
open shop means no discrimination. 
Under this assumption the men con­ 
tinued to organize until several were 
discharged for being union members, 
to 
intimidate the employes. 
This 
didn’t work. The employes sought a 
hearing for the discharged men and 
sought to learn an Interpretation of 
the directors’ ‘closed shop.’ 
They 
were ignored. 
City and State Ignored 
“ The mayor sought to Intervene. 
The state board of arbitration sought 
to intervene. Both, city and state, 
were ignored. You know the reason 
why. It was money— profit. 
Then came the bulletin of June 29, 
although posted June 21. It declared 
that on and after date of June 22, 
no union man would be employed. 
On the morning of June 22, the lock­ 
out was put into effect. 
Men Didn't Want to Strike 
“To show you that no strike was 
contemplated, let me explain that 
before the bulletin was known, a pe­ 
tition was presented to the state 
board of arbitration for an investi­ 
gation. It provided that no strike 
should be called for three weeks. 
Men Call'll “Pups” 
“Now the general sup«rintendent 
styles the men as ‘pups’ and applies 
other pet names. But I have shown 
him not fit to be over a body of men. 
He is the man that has stated that he 
enjoys this kind of excitement. He is 
like the had boy who skins mice 
alive and ties cats together by their 
tails 
and 
throws 
them over the 
clothes line. He likes the excitement. 
He must demonstrate his ability to 
he boss and master over men. He 
must protect the company against 
the necessity 
of 
granting decent 
treatment to its employes. If the men 
would not strike, he would lock them 
out. The manager knew 
that 
his 
methods and purposes 
would

bear investigation. 
Incompetency Dangerous 
“Now. so far as the operation of 
the cars is concerned, the company 
claims complete 
and 
unrestricted 
right to run its own bustnes< in 
equity, have the directors that right? 
It is dangerous to the life and prop­ 
erty of the citizens for cars to be 
operated by the hest of efficiency and 
skill. You know that is not expected 
of strangers. It >s nor expected of 
strikebreakers. This company assert* 
the right to endanger your lives. 
“ Must you stand idly, and help­ 
lessly by and see the life of your 
child whom you love, crushed and 
ground into eternity by Shaw and his 
imports.” 
Reeves Makes Statement 
In a statement to the press today 
Mr. Reeves says: 
“This contention is not a question 
of a closed shop, for the street car 
employes never for a moment enter­ 
tained the idea of making such a de­ 
mand from the street cat company. 


The only thing for which a confer­ 
ence was sought by our committee 
with the directors was concerning 
the discrimination against tho mem­ 
bers of the association to see if par­ 
tiality in the treatment of employes 
on the part of the management could 
possibly be stopped by the board of 
directors. 
“The directors would give no au­ 
dience to a committee of the 
em­ 
ployes, although in ttfeir bulletin 
they assured them that they would. 
Their excuse for not giving audience 
to the committee was that they were 
members of the union. 
Other Companies Seek Destruction 
“From tho conduct of the board 
of directors, it is evident that they 
were encouraged to disrupt the or­ 
ganization of the employes by out­ 
side corporations. It came directly 
to the employes and their commit­ 
tee that street railway companies in 
other cities, Milwaukee, Minneapo­ 
lis and others, sought to induce the 
directors of this company 
to 
dis­ 
charge every member of the Amalga­ 
mated association and every employe, 
if It became necessary to do so, to 
destroy the association. 
Called “Pigs” and “Cattie” 
“The operative 
manager of the 
company has been most insolent and 
abusive in his intercourse with em­ 
ployes. To one employe he would 
style the others as ‘pigs’ and ‘cattle’ 
and put out for circulation 
state­ 
ments to the effect that it w’as his 
determination to dismiss all of the 
old employes in the service. 
“These expressions did not apply 
only to the union as such statements 
were current as coming from him 
before the association was formed. 
Shaw Now Enjoys It 
“He had a habit of getting onto 
cars and endeavoring to get one em­ 
ploye to tell him of infractions of 
the rules or etiquette on the part of 
other employes. In fact there are 
numerous 
humiliating 
grievances 
that would make a schedule too long 
for publication that have arisen to 
aggravate the men during the last 
year or so. 
“During the beginning of this trou­ 
ble Shaw* showed some concern, but 
he is now reported to have said that 
te ‘enjoys it.’ ”
